NEW DEAN OF COMMERCE FACULTY AT S.G.W.U. 


Vice-Principal Douglass Burns Clarke announced today that effective 
August 1, 1966, Associate Professor Gunther Brink will head the Commerce 
Faculty of this University. 


Professor Brink was co-author of the revised Commerce curriculum 
which was so well received by students, faculty and business. In July 
1964 he was appointed Chairman of the Administration Department at Sir 
George. It is expected that with his new post he will give further 
impetus to the leadership role that Sir George Williams University has 
been in the field of Administration for business. It is interesting to 
note that 880 day students and 1,618 evening students were registered as 
Commerce undergraduates in 65-66 and that approximately 1,200 partial 
students were taking Commerce courses last year at Sir George. 


Professor Brink is a Commerce graduate of this institution, he received 
his Masters degree in Business Administration from the University of Western 
Ontario and is currently writing his Ph.D. Thesis which will be presented to 
Columbia University. 


Professor Brink served with several leading industrial corporations 
including IBM and Johnson & Johnson, {in his student days he held several 
offices always leaving an outstanding record of achievement. 


The appointment of Dean Brink was necessitated by the resignation of 
Dean Lewis N. Greer. The University is indeed grateful for the leadership 
which Dean Greer provided during his stay at Sir George. He will take office 
at Memorial University as Chairman of the Commerce Department.
